Tcmpkii.hvil.e thv mayor and committee 
< f ID debarked and boardid the police 
boat Patrol. The Patrol then hi«.d-'d 
for the flagship New York, with color? 
Hying and band playing. StaUn Island 
shores were lined with people, and they 
Joined in the K*"eral acclamation with 
the people on the myriads of boats. The 
WelconiiiiK loremonios weie short but 
impressive. Then came the event of the 
day. There was considerable wiftwuK- 
King; on the gray IwiUleships, and the po- 
lice' boats formed in line. Next came 
the Clen Island, with the mayor and 
his party, and then the battleships bf— 
Kan to slowly move up the bay. First 
came Admiral Sampson's t1a.KShip' New 
York, then Hear Admiral Schley's llag;- 
shlp Brooklyn, then the Massachusetts. 
Oregon, the Iowa. Indiana and Texas, 
and after them a moving mass of ves- 
sels of all sizes and descriptions, with 
(lags waving and people cheering. As 
Governor's island was passed there was 
a tremendous report from the guns that 
did so much execution at Cuantanaiiio 
and Santiago. The people on shore and 
alloat responded by tin. waving of Hags 
and cheering wildly. 


And so it was all the way to ('.rant's 


tomb, where there was a linal demon, 
stratlon of patriotic fervor such as New 
York has never witnessed before. The 
pageant u as .viewed by hundreds of 
thousands of people. It W;LS a magnifi- 
cent und indeici iliable scene, never to 
be forgotten. 


The day broke beautiful and clear 


down the bay. with a light haze on the 
surface of tile water, and the .sky Hn<- 
Off toward the ocean npp.'a^*»l oliseui-ed 
so that it was impossible uidistinguish 
from tjuarantine any vessel in the dis- 
tance.

The steam yacht Kleanor led the fleet 


covered with Hags from the lip of her 
jlbbooni over the three masts to the taff- 
rail and from each masthead on both 
sides to the rail. Health Officer DoVy 
ran alongside of th« flagship Xew York, 
and after a brief conversation with the 
Burgeon, who reported "all well through 
the squadron," the fleet continued their 
slow pace. 


The Brooklyn in passing did not difi- 


play the flag of Kear Admiral Schley. 
Her center funnel was seen to have a 
shot hole through the starboard side. 
The Brooklyn was Hying her battle en- 
signs, which looked stained and frayed, 
(is if they had seen plenty of service. 
As the squadron approached Tompkins- 
ville the Now York saluted the battle- 
ship Texas, which lay at anchor Hying 
the Hag of Commodore Philip, the salute 
being returned by the Texas. 


The fleet slowly assembled off Tomn- 


kinsville and then proceeded up toward 
the North river in the same order, ac- 
companied by an Immense crowd of 
river craft. 


While the fleet was passing in the Nar- 


rows two explosions on the surface of 
the water near Fort Wadsworth, pre- 
sumably of loose pun cotton or other ex- 
plosive, shot up immense columns of 
water about 100 feet high, which added 
to the novelty of the occasion. The pa- 
rade, which commenced at the Narrows 
at 9.30 o'clock, was not halted at Tomp- 
kinsville.
